The protractied family ltigation which bas
been before the Clrenlt Qourt of Richmond

make awlll? was she under no restraint, and
wus Lhe instrument daly execated, with ali the
formnlitios preseribed by the statute, and was
she capable of making sald will with sense and
Judgment, with regard to the smount Gppro-
priated, and with due regard to the relatlve
claims of the ilfTerent partlvs who were the ob-
Jeels of her bounty? Tho Jury must alsp be
gutlsfled that in the aot of executing the will she
had Intelligonee enough to andarsiand clearly
each nnd every of s provistons, and to know
when she should assent or dissent, and hiad
strength of will to gualify any stalemaent whieh
whe might not approve. 1t the jury found that
Mra Gardiner did not possiss nll vase gunliiies
pt the time of making the instrument, they
would find for the pladntir the burden of the
proof ns to these facls belog with defundants,

Mr, Evarts followed on behalf of the will,
contending that the will had been dualy exe-
euted in every respeet, nnd with the Mll knows
ledge and understunding of the testateix of e
distribunhion she was mnking of her proparty.

Judge Lottt charged the jury, submitting to
thelr copsideration the main questions o the
case, a8 propounded by conngel, They must be
satisfied Nrit that the testatrix was of sound
and digposing memary anid competent todevise
al the (ime she made hor will; that she was
under no restralnt or undoe  Influence;
thit tne instroment was duly execated, with nl
the formsg required by the law, and was she
capnble of malcing sald will with sense and
Judgment o reference Lo the nmount of her
property, and therelative claims of the different
parties, the reclplents of her bounty, and thelr
compatative condition; nnd that at the time of
Its execution she bad Intelligence enough 1o
clenrly understand ail Its provisions and the
munner of its disposition. The Judge then
reviewad the testimony, commenting on suoh
parts s most clearly affected the polnts at Issue,
After o lengthy charge the jury rétired, but had
not cloxed their deliberations ata late hour last

It is with régret that wo announce the death
of Rear-Admiral Cadwalader Ringeold, Unitod
Bintes Nuvy, The sud event took place vaster-
doy morning at the residence of Mr. Vernes,
Nu, 33 Uplon Square, and was In every respect
sudden and unexpoctod. The Admiralnrose in
the morning apparently in good health, but
shortly after rising had an aposlectic fit,
and, notwithstanding the ald rendered, soon
after explred, The deconsvd was a natlve
of Maryiand, in which State he was born

1823, he entered the navy, and on the
Iith  of May, 1828, was promoled to

the rank of lleutenant, in which capacity he
remalned antil the 18th of July, 1840, on which
date be was commissionsd as 0 commander,
For a short time he was lo command of the sur-
veying and explorivg expedition to the North
Puelfle and China Seas. On the 24 of April,
1856, he was further promoted to the rank eap-
tain, nnd held this position when the late war
broke out, In 1861 he was in command of the
frigate =i, Lawrence, but was soou after releassd
trem duty with that vessel by Captain Por-
vinnce and transferred to the frigate Sabine,
In command of this vessel he ook part In the
work of blockadipg the Southern ports and in
the vurlous operntions of the nuvy against
Port Hoynl and other ports on the Atlantie.
Un the lith of July, 1562, he was promoted
w the rmnk of commodore, and continued in
aetive service untll December, 1884, whon he
win placed ou Lhe retived Jist, A few weelts ago
be was further promoled to the rank of rear
pdmiral, and ordered on duly to succesd Lbhe
late Bear-Admiral Gregory as superintendent
of lron-elads, with headquartera In this eity.
The Inte rear adwniral was forty-four years, one
month, and twenty-five days o the naval ser-
viee, during which space of time twenty vears
wnd eloven months were spont nt sea, {h\' wus
a gallant and able oMeer, nud his denth will be
o lons 1o the naval servies of the sountry. At
the Ume of his death Admiral Ringaold was In
the sixty-ifth year of his age, ﬁ I8 remalns
will be conveyed to Lis native State of Marv-
